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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's election of Group II, claims 3 and 4, in the reply filed on August 23, 2006 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed 
errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP§ 818.03(a)). 

2. The addition of claims 7-13 has been acknowledged. 

3. Claims 3 and 7-13 are examined on the merits. 

OBJECTION 

4. Claim 3 is objected to because of the term "base" in line 7, which is grammatically 
incorrect. Appropriate correction is required. 

5. Claim 3 is objected to because of the phrase "based on and in. . ." in line 9 is 
grammatically awkward. Applicant is advised to amend the claim for the clarity of the claim. 

CLAIM REJECTIONS - 35 U.S.C. § 112, SECOND PARAGRAPH 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

8. The preamble of claim 13 recites "Computer readable media", while, the body of the 
claim recites "the method...", which causes claim 13 to be vague and indefinite because the 
metes and bounds of claim 13 is not clear. For example, claim 13 is not clear as to whether the 
preamble or the body said claim controls said metes and bounds. 
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CLAIM REJECTIONS - 35 USC § 101 

9. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

10. Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed to 
non-statutory subject matter. 

1 1 . Claim 12 is rejected because said claim is directed to a program product which is 
considered to be descriptive material. Descriptive material are nonstatutory when claimed as 
descriptive material per se. Warmerdam, 33 F.3d at 1360, 31 USPQ2d at 1759. 

CONCLUSION 

12. Claims 3 and 7-11 are allowed over the prior art because the limitation of "sorting the 
retrieved records based on and in the order of the folio w-date, priority, and task number. . 
wherein the specified sorting order is free of any prior art. 

13. Claim 12 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
